Praise for duo who saved 
vicar trapped under a car

TWO men have spoken of the 
moment they went to the rescue of a 
vicar who had been pinned under a 
car in Luton town centre. 

Professional boxer Manny 
Muhammad, 32, and taxi driver 
Zulfiqar Afsar, 34, rushed to help 
Reverend Mike Jones, of St Mary’s 
Church, who was cycling on Castle 
Street roundabout when the 
incident happened. 

Both men managed to lift the car 
long enough for Rev’d Jones to be 
pulled free before the emergency 
services arrived on the scene. 


An air ambulance was called and 
landed on Chapel Street Viaduct 
although Rev’d Jones was taken to 
hospital by a land ambulance. 

Fortunately, he only suffered bad 
cuts and burns. On social media site 
Twitter he tweeted that doctors had 
told him he was the ‘luckiest man in 
the county’. 

Mr Afsar said he had been driving 
ahead of Rev’d Jones when he heard 
the impact caused by the accident 
involving a vehicle behind him. 

He said: “I could hear a man shout¬ 
ing for help so I stopped my car in 
the middle of the road and got out. 

“I could see a foot so I ran over and 
tried to pick up the other car by 
myself. I started shouting for help 


and this guy came to give me a hand. 
We managed to put the car to one 
side. We put the injured man on the 
floor and a lady started talking to 
him and calming him.” 

Mr Muhammad said: “I did not see 
the incident, I heard it, but as soon 
as I realised what had happened, I 
ran over to help the guy who was 
trying to lift the car. 

“It was a horrific incident and he 
(the Rev’d) was in bad shape. 

“He had blood on his face and 
hand, and his eye had closed up. As a 
boxer, I see this all the time when 
there’s a big impact on the eye. 

“It was very, very traumatic 
because you do not wake up in the 
morning expecting to see these 


things happening.” 

Since the incident both men have 
been congratulated for their actions 
and praised by both the ambulance 
service and St Mary’s Church. 

Mr Afsar said he acted quickly as 
he felt it was his ‘duty as a Muslim’, 
whilst Mr Muhammad said he felt 
that ‘when you see someone in need, 
you have to help them’. 

A statement released by St Mary’s 
said: “All in the parish, especially, 
Mike’s family, are deeply grateful for 
the care shown by the passers-by, a 
sign, say Anne Adams and Richard 
Orrin (Churchwardens of St Mary’s), 
of the great community that makes 
up Luton. 

“Rev’d Mike has been in Luton for 


ten months now. He has already 
made a significant impact on the 
church and become involved in the 
Luton community. 

“We are praying for him to make a 
speedy recovery and in the mean¬ 
time are grateful for the attention 
of the emergency services and 
hospital.” 

A spokeswoman for the East of 
England Ambulance service said the 
Rev’d had been ‘very lucky’. 

She added: “The longer he had 
remained trapped under the car, the 
worse his burns from the exhaust 
could have been, so we can’t thank 
the members of the public who 
helped lift the car off him enough - 
they were fantastic.”

Suspended sentence 
rise is second highest

BEDFORDSHIRE has the second 
highest increase in the country 
for suspended prison sentences 
being handed out by judges. 

A report that has been released 
by the Centre for Crime 
Prevention think-tank shows 
that almost 12,000 criminals 
have walked free from British 
courts with suspended sentences 
despite having at least 10 previ¬ 
ous convictions. 

Of the 11,670 repeat offenders 
who had their sentences sus¬ 
pended last year, 9,052 had 15 or 
more previous convictions on 
their record. 

During 2012, 346 criminals in 
Bedfordshire had their prison 
terms suspended compared to 
just 10 back in 2002 - a rise of 35 
per cent.

Neighbouring Hertfordshire 
topped the list with 10 criminals 
having their sentences suspend¬ 
ed in 2002 and then 821 in 2012, 
an increase of 82 per cent. 

The report’s author, Peter 


Cuthbertson said: “Thugs and 
sex offenders who think they are 
finally going to prison are over¬ 
joyed when find out that the pris¬ 
on sentence has been suspended. 
It makes a mockery of justice for 
victims and puts the public at 
great risk. 

“These figures show that crimi¬ 
nals given suspended sentences 
go on to commit hundreds of 
thousands of crimes. 

“Suspended sentences should 
be abolished. Victoria In 
Australia is currently in the pro¬ 
cess of abolishing failing sus¬ 
pended sentences. 

“In light of similar failings here, 
England Wales should do the 
same.”

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Benefits policy is 
attacked by MP

AN MP has criticised the 
government's benefits policy 
after figures revealed that 
the number of working 
people in the town making 
housing claims had risen. 

Gavin Shuker, Luton South, 
MP {pictured), said the ‘cost 
of living’ crisis’ was affecting 
thousands of residents in the 
town. 

Research by the House of 
Commons library showed 
that 2,586 employed people in 
Luton were claiming housing 
benefit in May 2010, and that 
this had risen to 4,652 by 
November last year. 

Nationally, employed claim¬ 
ants stood at 586,181 in 2010 
and 936,954 last year. 

The Department of Work 
and Pensions (DWP) said 
housing benefit provided ‘the 
right support for those on 
low-incomes who may be 
looking for full-time, better 
paid work’, whilst there were 



‘record numbers’ of people 
moving into work. 

Mr Shuker said: “The Tories 
talk tough about reducing the 
benefits bill but the truth is 
they’ve failed to get to grips 
with the problem. 

“In fact, their cost-of-living 
crisis has now left thousands 
of hard-working people in 
Luton relying on housing 
benefit to help pay their bills. 

“It can’t be right that people 
aren’t able to keep a roof over 
their head without help from 
the state. We need a govern¬ 


ment which raises standards 
for these people, and that is 
why recent pledges coming 
from the Labour Party really 
ring true with so many in the 
town.” 

A DWP spokeswoman said: 
“The truth is that the housing 
benefit bill was spiralling out 
of control in the years up to 
2010, doubling to £20 billion 
in a decade and forecast to 
rise further. 

“Action this government has 
taken is bringing that bill 
under control - saving the 
taxpayer over £2bn a year - 
and slowing the rise of hous¬ 
ing benefit claimants in work, 
which increased by more 
than 50 per cent in just 18 
months under the last 
government. 

“We have also taken action 
to help hardworking people 
by increasing the tax-free 
personal allowance, freezing 
fuel-duty, cutting energy 
bills, and introducing free 
school meals and tax free 
childcare.”

Education suffers 
for young carers

ALMOST 1,400 young people in 
the county are caring for their 
relatives without being paid 
while their education suffers, 
new research has revealed. 

According to the Children’s 
Society there are 1,358 chil¬ 
dren in Bedfordshire caring 
for their parents, siblings and 
family members, while 
nationally there are 166,363 
young people doing the same, 


all without being paid. In 
Luton alone, there are 496 
young carers under the age of 
16, whilst neighbouring 
Milton Keynes has 625 and 
Northamptonshire 1,404. 

As a result, the Children’s 
Society has launched a new 
schools programme to pro¬ 
vide educational staff with 
resources and training to 
make sure young carers get 
vital support. 

On Friday, four schools in 
Central Bedfordshire became 


the first in the country to 
reach the gold standard for 
supporting young carers in 
the classroom as part of the 
scheme. 

One was St Christopher’s 
Academy in Dunstable. 

Councillor Amanda 
Dodwell, from Central 
Bedfordshire Council, said 
the authority wanted teen 
carers to ‘have the same 
chances as any other children 
to participate, learn and 
achieve their ambitions’.

Save Wardown Park bridge

This bridge must be 
repaired before it is 
beyond repair! Mr Scargill 
would be turning in his 
grave if he could see his 
legacy abandoned. This 
bridge deserves to be

One is 
the Wardown bandstand, 
which there are plans to 
rebuild.

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‘Sadistic bully’ is 
jailed for 12 years

A MAN who subjected his 
partner’s three-year-old son 
to a campaign of bullying 
and violence which left the 
boy with a brain injury from 
which he is unlikely to fully 
recover, has been given an 
extended sentence. 

A judge branded Ryan 
Parker, 29, of Butlin Road, 
Luton, a ‘sadistic bully’, and 
gave him a 12-year jail term 
and a further five years on 
licence. 

At Luton Crown Court on 
May 9 Judge Stuart Bridge 
said the little boy’s mother 
was infatuated with Parker 
and failed to protect her son 
or seek help until he was at 
death’s door. 

The 24-year-old woman was 
jailed for 18 months after 
pleading guilty to allowing 
her child to suffer physical 
harm. 

The boy, who is living with 
grandparents in another part 
of the country, cannot be 
named for legal reasons. 

Parker was also found to be 
keeping and viewing images 
of child sex abuse on his com¬ 
puter while he was on bail for 
the cruelty and assaults.

Some of them were at the 
most depraved level. 

He had pleaded not guilty to 
cruelty and two charges of 
causing grievous bodily 
harm with intent, but was 
convicted by a jury in March. 

He pleaded guilty to inflict¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm 
which caused the serious 
head injury, and to 19 charg¬ 
es of possessing child abuse 
images and extreme pornog¬ 
raphy. 

David Matthew, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the mother had left 
the boy’s father and went to 
live with Parker in Butlin 
Road, Luton, in September 
2012 . 

She had custody of her chil¬ 
dren on alternate weeks. 

But during just one week in 
early November the boy 


sustained injuries and bruis¬ 
es to 52 different areas of his 
body. 

When he was finally taken 
to hospital he was transferred 
to intensive care in 
Cambridge and needed blood 
drained from his brain injury 
which had been inflicted 
when he was dragged across 
a bedroom floor. 

He also had severe bruising 
to his buttocks, two probable 
cigarette burn marks, a badly 
bruised eye where he had 
been punched with a 
clenched fist and a bite mark 
to his abdomen. 

There was other bruising to 
his body, which the judge 
said bore the hallmarks of 
deliberate sadism. 

The mother was later to tell 
police that Parker disciplined 
the boy by shouting at him, 
pushing him, flicking him 
with a towel, making him 
stand in a dark cupboard or 
outside in the dark. 

The judge told Parker: “This 
was an unedifying and truly 
horrific week of violence. 

“You are a self pitying bully 
and you targeted a vulnera¬ 
ble three-year-old child. 

“The injuries bear the hall¬ 
marks of brutality and at 
times sadism.”

Pro-active policing is the 
reason for rise in crime 


SOON to be published offi¬ 
cial crime statistics are 
expected to show a modest 
rise in the overall recorded 
crime rate in the county. 

This comes after several 
years of sustained reductions 
at a time when Bedfordshire 
Police has had to reduce its 
budget by £15 million. 

People might expect that as 
Police and Crime Commiss¬ 
ioner I would have an interest 
in keeping a rising crime rate 
quiet. But they’d be wrong for 
several reasons. Firstly what 
the headline increase in 
recorded crime will conceal is 
that the offences responsible 
for producing an overall rise 
have only been recorded as a 
result of pro-active police 
operations. 

Included are 474 offences due 
to the force’s covert operation 
in a secondhand goods shop 
which resulted in the convic¬ 
tion of some 100 offenders. A 
further 145 offences relate to 
kerb crawlers stopped as part 
of the operation to tackle the 
street sex trade in High Town. 

Without these offences, 
recorded crime in the county 
would have fallen. Indeed, 
burglary and robbery levels 
have still reduced in the last 
year. Secondly, there is a great 
deal of scepticism about 
recorded crime statistics, not

least following the recent 
assertion by HM Inspectorate 
of Constabulary that 20 per 
cent of crime could go unre¬ 
corded. 

Last weekend I knocked on 
the door of a gentleman who 
could not believe crime has 
fallen dramatically over the 
last 20 years, yet this 
phenomenon can be seen not 
just in the UK but across the 
western world. But this gap 
between what statistics show 
and what people feel, is a prob¬ 
lem for the police, not the pub¬ 
lic. I want Bedfordshire Police 
to get far better at informing 
local communities about how 
they are fighting crime and 
catching offenders, rather 
than just relying on a falling 
crime rate to convince people. 

It is information about local 
successes that will encourage 
the public to work with the 
police to keep their neighbour¬ 
hoods safe. However, I have no 
doubt that the crime recording 
rules can create perverse 
incentives, rewarding police 
inactivity (why run operations 
like those described above 
when they push your crime 


rate up?) and appearing to the 
public to encourage the police 
not to record incidents as 
crimes. 

But what of the impact of 
crime on victims? Resources 
for supporting victims have 
historically been allocated 
based on crime category So a 
traumatised victim of what 
may be considered a relatively 
minor crime, or a victim who 
lacks the confidence to report 
one, may struggle to cope 
without help. 

The new Victims’ Code of 
Practice should move things 
forward and, when using my 
new power to commission ser¬ 
vices for victims, I intend to 
prioritise vulnerability rather 
than falling recorded crime 
rates. So, where research sug¬ 
gests there is significant 
under-reporting and where we 
want to see pro-active polic¬ 
ing, I have agreed with Chief 
Constable Colette Paul a per¬ 
formance framework that 
calls for an increase in record¬ 
ed crime. This will allow us to 
discover the scale of people’s 
problems and deal with crime 
effectively

Bad Neighbours! You’ll be having a

BAD NEIGHBOURS _

In cinemas now 

THIS is arguably the best adult-teen comedy 
since last year’s We’re the Millers. 

Seth Rogen may be a one-trick pony - pretty 
much playing the same guy in all his drug and 
alcohol-fuelled comedies - but with able 
support from an ever-improving Zac Efron 
(High School Musical) and Rose Byrne 
(Bridesmaids), this is above average fare. 

This comedy will really hit home with any 
couple sporting a newborn baby (like myself), 
as Mac (Rogen) and Kelly Radner (Byrne) 
struggle with the pangs of parenthood - 
battling tiredness to retain any semblance of 
their youth. 

And if being a parent isn’t hard enough, when 
next door becomes a fraternity house, led by its 
enigmatic President Teddy (Efron) - who is 
aided by Dave Franco (Now You See Me) and 
Christopher Mintz-Plasse (Superbad’s McLovin) 
- their life is turned upside down by the constant 
around-the-clock partying and noise pollution. 

It then turns into a game of tit-for-tat - with 
the expected high-jinks ensuing (headlined by 
a hilarious air bag scene) - as the Radners do 
their best to get Delta House evicted from the 
neighbourhood, and in turn the young 
revellers make their lives a living hell. 

With its winning Rogen-Efron, Rogen-Byrne 
and Efron-Franco dynamics, along with its 
fair share of laugh-out-loud moments, Bad 
Neighbours definitely ends up towards the 
better Knocked Up and Superbad end of 
Rogen’s comedy catalogue - and his best in 
quite some time. 

As with most modern comedies, it does have 
its lulls and ridiculous moments, but for a 
night out this offers a welcome distraction for 
the young adult demographic - without offer¬ 
ing anything truly groundbreaking.

WREST AT WAR 


Wrest Park 

May 25-26,10am-6pm 

IN 1914, just one month after the 
first British soldiers set foot on 
French soil ready to fight, some of 
them were back in Blighty. 

‘A party of sixty-six British soldiers, 
overjoyed at the thought that they 
were taking another stage in the 
journey back to the front, left a 
London hospital yesterday afternoon 
bound for a convalescent home... 
they will be cared for at Wrest the 
mansion near Luton which Lord 
Lucas has placed at the disposal of 


the War Office. 

In all probability they will be the 
first batch to face the enemy for a 
second time during the war’. 

‘Overjoyed’ at the thought of going 
back to the front? Really? 

Could that report from the 
Manchester Courier of September 8, 
1914 have painted a rosy glow over 
the proceedings? 

Wrest Park was almost certainly 
the first country house to take in 
convalescing soldiers during the 
First World War before then becom¬ 
ing a hospital. 

In all 1,600 men passed through the 
hospital’s wards. By 1916 it had a 
deserved reputation as the best 
country house-based hospital. 

This weekend the Volunteer History 
Research Team will be on hand to 


tell the story and give a visual 
account of how the rooms would 
have looked during that time. 

There will be living history activi¬ 
ties, displays and explosive (!) 
re-enactments that commemorate 
both world wars. 

From the Tommy in the trenches of 
WWI to the Trooper of the WWII 
D-Day landings, the event will draw 
spectators into the theatre of war 
from all quarters at Wrest Park.

A season which won’t be 
forgotten - Luton are back 



HATTERS SEASON REVIEW 

Hatters reporter Tom Sharp reviews a Luton 
Town season which will live long in the memory.

LUTON Town chief executive Gary Sweet’s 
portrayal of the saga was perhaps the most 
poignant. 

“It feels like we’ve been released from pris¬ 
on,” declared a euphoric Sweet just over 24 
hours after the Hatters’ Football League return 
had been guaranteed. Few Town fans would 
find better words to describe their recent 
plight. 

Five years festering in the fifth tier of English 
football. Banished via a 30-point deduction 
due to various misdemeanours behind the 
scenes at Kenilworth Road in the years before. 
Luton were a sleeping giant ready to be awok¬ 
en. Enter the former salesman to flog his mes¬ 
sage to the Town masses and their under¬ 
achieving troops. 

John Still, once an industrial cleaning sup¬ 
plies peddler before turning his full attention 
to football management in the late 1980s, has 
seen it all in his four-decade spell in the dug- 
out. Having worked his magic at Dagenham 
and Redbridge and Dartford to name but two 
from his flourishing resume, he was up for a 
new challenge and cited Luton as the ideal 
project. Just 15 months later and he has suc¬ 
ceeded where five others before him failed. 

Not every Skrill Premier game produced the 
razzle-dazzle of emphatic home wins over 
Hereford United and Kidderminster Harriers. 
As musical midfielder Matt Robinson so artic¬ 
ulately described it in his ‘champions rap’, 
Town’s start to the season was less Jaguar and 
more go-kart. 

Despite capturing talismanic midfielder 
Luke Guttridge and striker Paul Benson, 
another former Dagenham colleague of Still, 
on loan from Swindon Town, a meagre return 
of just four goals and ten points in their open¬ 
ing eight games left the Luton faithful wonder¬ 
ing if this was to be yet another fruitless cam¬ 
paign for the bookies’ pre-season favourites. 

A Wrexham horror show on a Friday the 13th 
in mid-September even had Still questioning 
his own team selection and tactics. A desper¬ 
ate 2-0 defeat initiated some soul-searching. 
This self-analysis seemed to change the 
Hatters’ mindset and their fortunes. 

That Welsh wake-up call was to be Town’s 
last league defeat for just over six months as 
Luton went from first to fifth gear and brushed 
aside most in their path. 

To this day, captain Ronnie Henry still 
renounces any part he played in his side’s 
remarkable turnaround against Lincoln City. 
His famous rant at an irate Hatters fan in the 
second half of Town’s 3-2 comeback win, just 
two games into their eventual 27-match 
unbeaten run, epitomised the Hatters’ new¬ 
found belief. 

From that moment, an air of unity between 
players and fans was born. As the wins began 
to rack up, that bond grew stronger and Town 
even adopted a post-match huddle for the 
team and selected home fans. Everyone knew 
the tide was turning. 

With the wins came the glut of goals. 
Thankfully for Andre Gray anyway. The light¬ 
ning-quick frontman had failed to net in 
Luton’s first ten games but finally opened his 
account with the fourth in his side’s 4-0 tri¬ 
umph at Woking. The first of a 30-goal league 
haul that eventually saw him claim the 2013/14 


top goal-scorer award ahead of Halifax’s Lee 
Gregory. Collectively, fifteen goals in Town’s 
four October league games including Alex 
Wall’s winning belter against Halifax sent a 
rejuvenated Luton third and just eight points 
shy of unbeaten Cambridge United. Soon it 
was to be the U’s chasing the Hatters’ tail. 

A tricky November saw Still’s men crash out 
of the FA Cup at Welling but crucially keep 
their march towards the Skrill Premier sum¬ 
mit on track with three wins from five match¬ 
es. Their goalless Gateshead draw on a sodden 
north-east afternoon was a point gained but a 
memory to be lost. 

However, Steve McNulty’s 30-yard volley, 
recently voted fans’ goal of the season, in a 3-0 
Southport win more than made up for it. 

Games like Gateshead served up nothing 
more than gritty and professional perfor¬ 
mances but as the festive period approached, 
Luton were not in the giving mood as they 
ambushed their main rivals. 

An imperious 5-0 drubbing at sixth-placed 
Alfreton Town was soon to be backed up by a 
gutsy 2-1 win at Edgar Davids’ Barnet, best 
known for Jonathan Smith’s horrific leg-break, 
and the aforementioned 6-0 post-Christmas 
stuffing of fifth-placed Kidderminster at 
Kenilworth Road. Just like the star on top of 
the Christmas tree, Luton ended 2013 aloft the 
Skrill Premier table in spellbinding form and 
hopeful of a happy 2014. 

The New Year almost began with a washout 
as a drenched Kenilworth Road witnessed a 
rain-delayed victory over Barnet in front of the 


BT Sport cameras. On the hour mark and with 
Luton leading 2-0, the referee convened with 
both team captains to decide if the match 
should continue. With the crowd insistent on 
the conclusion and the television executives 
waving their chequebook, the game resumed 
and the soaked Hatters clung on to another 
precious three points. 

Just like the FA Cup, the much-maligned FA 
Trophy heralded little success for Town as a 
young side saw their passage to the final four 
blocked by title rivals Cambridge in a replay. A 
blessing in disguise though as the U’s calendar 
became cluttered while Luton temporarily 
licked their wounds but pressed their atten¬ 
tion back on to Skrill Premier matters. 

League leaders Luton, buoyed by the signa¬ 
tures of West Ham United powerhouse Pelly 
Ruddock and Welling United centre-back 
Fraser Franks, were a maximum of 17 games 
from a rightful Football League return. 

All were wary of the Hatters’ domination by 
February and the unstoppable juggernaut 
showed no signs of relenting as they netted 17 
goals against Hereford, Nuneaton and 
Wrexham without reply. A date with destiny at 
Richard Money’s Cambridge in early March 
was surely the only thing to topple Town. 

The U’s threw the proverbial kitchen sink at 
the league leaders but when Mark Cullen acro¬ 
batically steered Luton’s last-gasp equaliser 
and kept the unbeaten run alive, even 
Cambridge conceded the fight was over. The 
15-point gap between first and second looked 
an insurmountable gap to bridge. 


If there was any hope for the chasing pack, it 
came in the form of Garry Hill’s well-drilled 
Woking side. 

Their Monday night heroics live on BT Sport 
finally ended Town’s monumental 27-match 
unbeaten run and handed them their first 
home league defeat of the season as Giuseppe 
Sole hit a late winner in a shock 1-0 win. 
Deflated but still determined, Luton battled 
on in search of that elusive escape from fifth- 
tier prison. 

Two consecutive wins over Chester and 
Grimsby Town showed the Hatters were not in 
the midst of a blip but they did fall at the hands 
of sharpshooter Gregory at the Shay in a 2-0 
defeat at Halifax. The final month of the sea¬ 
son was to be a nail-biter for Luton lovers. 

Just as they had done after the Woking loss, 
Luton bounced back from defeat up north with 
wins over three struggling sides in Dartford, 
Aldershot and Tamworth in the south. This 
show of character had led them to a defining 
day at home to Braintree Town. A win would 
see them realise their promotion dream. 

In front of a sell-out crowd and with the tel¬ 
evision spotlight pointed at Kenilworth Road 
yet again, few foresaw a ten-man Braintree 
win. Two late goals from Jake Howells and Wall 
could not salvage the desired three points. A 
timid showing in such high stakes. The wait 
was to go on. 

To the elation of every single Hatter, young 
and old, the delay was a mere three days 
though. Not bitter about their hiding earlier in 
the season, Kidderminster knocked the final 
two nails into Cambridge’s promotion coffin 
and handed the title to Town. Twitter was 
ablaze with #LutonAreBack. The promotion 
party had begun. 

That raw emotion came to the fore at the 
conclusion of Luton’s 2-1 win at Welling United 
on Easter Saturday as the 2,000 Hatters in 
attendance surged onto the pitch. The world’s 
biggest post-match huddle ensued as fans 
lauded their heroes. 

So it was a fortress Kenilworth Road return 
on Easter Monday to see the champions lift the 
title in style. A 4-1 thumping of Forest Green 
Rovers for another full house ended a near¬ 
perfect home season for Still’s men. Only 
Woking and Braintree had entered the amphi¬ 
theatre and grabbed three points. A statistic 
that defined a formidable season. 

Understandably fatigued from the week’s 
celebrations, Town flopped to a 1-0 win over 
bottom side Hyde thanks to Wall’s 70th-min- 
ute side-foot. Nevertheless, the Hatters had 
brokenpersonalandlong-standingConference 
records in the process. From most Luton clean 
sheets in one season to over 100 points and the 
biggest gap between the champions and sec¬ 
ond place ever in the league, Town’s final 
totals were remarkable. Luton had gone from 
go-kart to Rolls Royce in an eight-month evo¬ 
lution. 

Now amongst the Football League glitterati 
such as Accrington Stanley and Carlisle 
United, Town have much to look forward to. A 
slim chance of bagging a League Cup game 
against fierce rivals Watford, automatic entry 
into the first round of the FA Cup, four stands 
at grounds, a local derby with Stevenage FC 
and a return to next season’s FIFA game. 

Chief executive Sweet felt the Hatters could 
be in the Premier League soon enough. That 
would require promotions as quick as the free- 
fall that forced them out of the Football League 
five years ago. Nonetheless, the future’s bright, 
the future’s orange. Well until Hatters fans 
vote for their favourite kit colour again next 
season anyway.

LUTON Town have continued their 
preparation for life back in the 
Football League by signing right-back 
Curtley Williams and extending the 
contract of striker Mark Cullen. 

Williams joins the Hatters from 
Ryman Premier League play-off win¬ 
ners Lowestoft Town and has penned a 
two-year contract, which will begin on 
July 1. 

“We’ve watched Curtley extensively 
this season and we’ve all been very 
impressed,” said Luton boss John Still. 

“He is an ambitious man who comes 
under the ‘young and hungry’ bracket, 
and one we see having a bright future 
ahead of him. 

“He likes to get forward, he has great 
energy and pace, and he is an ideal 
age. 

“He’s not a kid, not a teenager that 
perhaps lacks that little bit of nous, but 
he’s got experience and, most impor¬ 


tantly, he’s a player who we can 
improve and develop further.” 

Twenty-two-year-old Cullen mean¬ 
while has penned a three year deal at 
Kenilworth Road which will run until 
the end of the 2016/17 campaign. 

He joined the Hatters in the summer 
following his release from Hull City 
and scored 10 goals in 36 appearances 
as he helped the Town win the Skrill 
Premier title. 

However, he has at times found 
opportunities limited due to the form 
of Andre Gray and Paul Benson. 

“Mark is probably one of the most 
unluckiest strikers around, given the 
competition he’s been up against this 
season,” added Still. 

“However, we’ve recognised his con¬ 
tribution this season with a new con¬ 
tract. He’s a big part of what we’ve 
achieved and what we hope to achieve 
in the future.”
